Adequate laundry facilities shall be available on the project
premises, with no fewer than one washer/dryer per 15 units.
To the extent that tenants will be charged for the use of
central laundry facilities, washers and dryers must be
excluded from eligible basis. If no centralized laundry facilities
are provided, washers and dryers shall be provided in each of
the units subject to the further provision that gas connections
for dryers shall be provided where gas is otherwise available
at the property.

Projects are subject to a minimum low-income use period of
55 years (50 years for projects located on tribal trust land).
